[ M. Poincare reiterates tha: the Soviet Government must ac- 
knowledge obligations in respect of debts to state* and foreten 
nationals and contends that proparty must be restored to the ex- 
proprietors who must spacially be guaranteed against intolerable 
conditions necessitating abandonment. Referring to the question 
of credits, he argues that, as azricultute is the very basis of Russian 
existence, the peasants must ba indaced to resume work by being 
assured the enjoyment of the product. of their Isbours. Summing 
up the Hague programme, he submits that this consista in drawing 
up definite conditions which Russia must accept, including a 
minute examination of Russian economic conditions.) _

Aa will be seen by our advor- 
tisement cdlamns to-day, the 
supply of water to Yanmati, Sham 
Shut Po, Kawloon City, Hunghom 
and Mong Kok is being oat off, 
exceptforavary limited number 
ofhours each day, an action which 
the Water Authority has fonnd 
necessary in view of the very 


serious shortage of water in the} 


Kowloon reservoirs. This is the 
first time since the completion of 
the Kowloon water works and the 
installation of the gravitation 
system that it bas beeo found 
necessary to cut off the sopply 
of any of the districts served. 
The present system has bean 
working since 1910 and not since 
that tims has there beon such a 
prolonged drougbt. _ 

“Unlesa we get rain soon, ot 
unless the consumption of 
water seriously decreases, we 
sball have to cut down the supply 
to European Kowloon as well”, 
esid Mr. A. T. Jackman. the 
Assistant. Director of Public 
Works, Kowloon, when seon by 
a Telegraph repreaentative this 
morning. “ We have hed a very 
dry season, practically since the 
beginning of the year, and the 
reservar is’ very low. To-day 
there are ebout 40,060,000 
gallons only. The normal 
daily consumption is 2,000,000, it 
is dowag just now to sbout aoe 
acd a half millions. We are 
hoping that “by cattiog off the 
districts announced, the con- 
sumption will be lessened ta.one 
million gallons per day, but if it 
isn't, we shalt have to cat off 
Earopean Kowloon for certsia 
hours as well. By oor present 
action we have made sure of a 
month's sepply even if we get no 
raio, bat io s serious matter 
like water one must be on the 
safe side. Records for past years 
show that June is # wet month, 
and let ue bope that this June 
will prove the same.” 

In further conversation, Mrv 
Jackman stated that it was to be 
hoped that all Kowloon residents 
would co-operate to keep the 
consuroption of water as low as 
possible. There was a fair 
amount of waste.at all times, he 
said, but just now that waste 
should be cut down to the limit, 

The serious shortage of ‘water 
io the Colony is shown by the 
Water Return, issued to-day. It 
sbows that on June Ist. there 
were 552,410,000 .gallona of 
water stored on the Hong- 
kong side as compared with 
2,117,670,000 on tbe tame date 
last year. On the Kowloon side 
there were 49,300,000 gallons, as 
ageinst 352,500,000 last year.

According to reports 
Shanghai, the Hongkong 
men’s Enion'is to be exparded 
into the Caines Seamen’s Uniox. 
Offices bave been opened in 
Shanghai, and branches at Han- 
<ow, Tientsin, and other ports 
are stated to ba in contematation. 
{t will probably come as news 
to many that tbe Union has 
branches or agencies in New 
York and London. As s matter 
of fact, the Chinese seamen ic 
the U.S. sought the suppart of 
the ,American Federation of 
Labour on bebalf of their com- 
patriots in thiy Colony during 
she recent strike.

The promoters of the Chinese 
Seamen's Union estimate that 
there are 300,000 Chinese seamen, 
of wham 30,090 are Cantonese. 
At Shanghai the number of local 
seamen is estimated at 30,000, 
and the recruiting of these as 
members of the Union is the 
officials’ present objective. Then 
ang attemp: is to ba made to bring 
into line the searsen at the other 
ports, not only in China but at 
such places as Singapore. 

The recent strike did not 
suggest that the bond between 
Chinese seamen in different 
places was particularly strong. 
Tt was difficult to obtain Chinese 
seamen from Shanghai for this 
Colony, but this was chiefly 


because they feared retaliation, 
not because they were specially 
friendly to the Hongkong sea- 
men. The promoters of the 
Chinese Union, however, are 
seeking to weld.the seamen of 
the various provinces into « 
single body, and their leader 
expresses confidence that when 
the international conference of 
seamen is called China will he 
|represented. This is indicative 
of progress on the part of Chinese 
labour, but the metheds lately 
adopted suggest that the leaders 
are bent upon copying the worst, 
not the best, features of Isbour 
orgacisation in the West. The 
Union's spokesman intimates the 
contrary. ‘The good offices of 
the Union,” he says,“ have been 
found helpful in the satisfactory 
settlement of dispates between 
the shipmasters and: the seamen

It 
is hoped that the measures now 
taken will result in halving the 
consumption, but if it does 
not, it will become necessary 
for the Europeso districts to 
be limited in supply. It now 
behoves all residents on 
the peninsula to see that 
no wastage of water by their 
servants is partmitted. Thar 
wastage does goon in Europran 
houses there is not the slightest 
doubt; we have seen ample 
evidence of that ourselves. With 
the situation as it is, the. whole 
community has a duty to perform 
in stopping this needless waste. 
If each householder makes a 
point of peeing to this, ths public 
generally will be the gainers. Ef 
not, we mas all'soon ba on short! 
rations. 


The Canton Outlook. 

The political situation in 
Canton grows engrossingly in- 
teresting. sun Yat-sen has 
returned to the etfs with the pro. 
feased intention of procseding to 
Waichow for a persons! con- 
ference with Chan King-ming, 
whilst tha latter is still in his 
native district although ever 
talking of comicg to Canton. 
But neither men budges, and 
thus contact is not established 
between the two. In point of 
fact, we bardly think either 
wants to see the other. They are 
following divergent and not coa- 
verging paths. Tha: is indicated, 
ine:dentally, by Chan's resigna- 
tion of the chairmanship of the 
Canton branch of S:tn’s pes party. 
So far as we can judge the situa- 
tion, Sons stock is verr Inw at 
the rnoment, and we think if the 
truth could be divulged thar bis 
return to Caston has been 
prompted by a keen/desire not 
to be outmanoeuvred.

The Japanese Cabinet. 


A Tokyo message states that 
“the Cabinet has decided to 
resign.” This ig ratber ambigtous. 
When we hear of. the Govern- 
ment resigning at Home, it 
means e@ General Electiou. In 
the case of the Tokyo crisis, it 
is not clear that Viscount Takahe- 
sbi, the Premier, bas tendered 
his resignatioa. It may be that the 
iatividual members of bis Cabinet 
have tendered their resignations 
to him, which would leave the 
Premier with the option of re- 
constructing bis Ministry. Both 
the Kensei-kaiandthe Kokumin-to 
(the two chief Opposition parties) 
have been criticising the Govern- 
ment very freely of late, and bave 
called upon it to resign on the 
ground—so familiar in European 
political circles—thst it no longer 
possesses tha confidence of the 
nation. As, however, the Seiyu- 
kai (the Ministerial party) out- 
numbers the other two parties|% 
combined, it has been able to 
ignore the hint, ‘The present}! 
trouble is due tedifferences with- 
in the Ministry. Subsequent 
messages show that the Premier 
tendered his resignation to the 
Throne, but has received the 
‘Imperial command to retain office 
for the present. A little while 
ago a reduction of the Army was 
decided upon, but this brought ro 
pecuniary rolief, as the difference 
was to be applied to improved 
equipment. It appears that the 
Lower Chamber has adapted the 
“anprecedented step” of calling 
upon the military authorities to 
cut down expenditure drastically.

Public Examination To-day. 


DEBTOR'S EXPLAN ATION 
OF FAILURE. 


The public examination into 
the affatreof Mr. E. A. Beaumont, 
trading as Beaumont and Co, 
took place before the Chief Justice 
(Sir Wm. Rees Davies) sittiog in 
Bankruptoy this morning. Debtor 
was represented by Mr.C. 4.8. 
Russ; Mr, G. GN. Tinson ap 
peared on ‘behalf of the Nother. 
land's Bank and the Bank de 
VIndo-Chine; and Mr. F.G. Vaur 
appeared for Messrs. M. J. Bran: 
‘4. danatain, of San Francisco. 


Replying to tha Official \Re- 
ceiver (Mr. G. N. Orme), debtor 
said he was 32 years of age. He 
came out to the East in 1910 
with the frm of Sandar 
Whailer. He wasthen 19 years 
of age. He ramained with that 
firm for five yearsand wae three 
years with Measrs. Jardine, 
Matheson andCo. Inq 1918 he set 
up in business for bimself os an 
exporter, chiefly inrice. Ho was 
then 27 years of age. At thst 
time thera was a considerable 
demand forrice. During the first 
yearthe priceofricedid not rise 
much.D.btorhad amodestbusinets, 
averaging from twelve to fifteen 
hundred dotlars a month. About 
April, 1919, rice began to boam 
and debtor began to do a large 
business. 


» Mr. Baaumant explained that 
the way he did business was 
to purchase locally and to 
sell chiefly to Amarica, at & 
profit of 4 of 5 per cent. 

The Official Receiver :—If rice 
was g>ing up in leaps and bounds 
you would make more that thst ? 
—No: 
here, it goes up there. 

You made more in increased 
business ?—Yes, 

Debtor continued that doring 
1919 he made a good profit. In 
October of that year he went 
Home ‘on leave, leaving the 
bosiness in what seemed to be a 
good state. He started his im- 
port business in June, 1919.
